On Wednesday night a cloud burst 
over Graefenburg, Shelby county, and 
one of the hardest rains ever seen in 
that locality fell for about an hour. 
Big Benson, which flows through the 
town, rose twelve or fifteen feet in 
half an hour, and swept every thing 
before it. The water ran into the 
Baptist Church and covered the floor 
to the depth of twenty-three inches, 
two bridges on the Graefenburg and 
Lawrenceburg pike were washed away 
and the pike covered with water 
from one to three feet deep for a dis¬ 
tance of four or five hundred yards. 
Fences were carried off and the 
buggy house of Mr. Dick Spaulding 
was flooded, the water coming up 
high enough to cover the seat of his 
buggy, which was in the house at the 
time. Fields in the creek bottom 
were covered with water several 
hundred yards further than ever 
known before. No wonder the 
main creek grew so angry Thursday 
morning and the raging current did 
such damage to the mill men on the 
east bank of the river opposite the 
mouth.

and been drowned. He reached 
home the next morning just as a 
party was being organized to go and 
search for his body.

The street railway is no longer a 
myth but will certainly be built by 
the Capital Railway Company. The 
payment of two hundred and sixty- 
five dollars to the city for the fran¬ 
chise has been made, the tieB have 
been distributed on some of the 
streets over which the road will run, 
the cars and rails have been pur¬ 
chased, a superintendent of construc¬ 
tion has been employed, and the 
company are only awaiting the ar¬ 
rival of the rails to begin work. The 
cars will be operated by animal 
power at first but electric power will 
be put in as soon as the returns from 
the investment will justify it. There 
are, of course, croakers who say the 
road will not pay, for nothing was 
ever undertaken here that there were 
not moss-backs enough standing 
around ready to throw cold water on 
it, but we venture the assertion that 
the company will make expenses 
from the start and before the road 
has been in operation a year they will 
be making a good profit. If the road 
reaches out into the suburbs it is 
bound to pay, for there are more peo¬ 
ple here to ride on it than in Mays- 
ville, Bowling Green, Georgetown or 
Winchester, and in all of those cities 
the street cars are well patronized 
and the companies making money.
